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**Is    It    For    the  Best    Interest  of    the    Institution  and 

Student  for   Colleges  and   Universities  to  Forbid 

First  Year  Men  to    Join  Fraternities?^' 

In  considering  the  above  question,  it  is  only  fair  to  assume 
that  all  fraternities  have  certain  definite  objects  in  view — that 
they  have  set  a  certain  high  standard,  and  are  honest  in  their 
endeavor  to  cultivate  manliness,  uprightness  of  character, 
honesty,  and  loyalty  in  their  members,  and,  in  short,  to  bring 
out  all  in  a  man  that  is  manly  and  suppress  all  that  suggests 
the  snob  and  the  cad. 

A  good  fraternity  may  be  a  blessing  to  all  parties  concerned, 
but  a  bad  one  is  a  disgrace  to  a  college  and  a  curse  to  a 
community.  So  in  this  discussion  we  Avill  confine  ourselves 
only  to  those  fraternities  which  have  high  ideals,  insist  on 
manliness,  and  an  honest  endeavor  to  do  right  at  all  times. 
Such  a  fraternity  can  always  be  productive  of  much  good.  It 
can  inculcate  in  its  members  the  spirit  of  loyalty — to  each  other, 
to  their  college,  and  to  their  country.  The  college  can,  perhaps, 
develop  the  man  mentally,  but  the  fraternity  can,  and  should, 
round  out  his  character.  In  no  other  place  can  a  man's 
eccentricities  and  foibles  be  better  or  more  delicately  corrected 
than  in  the  chapter.  Here  little  weaknesses  can  be  corrected 
that  might,  in  after  life,  have  a  detrimental  effect  upon  his  success. 
Where  is  the  college  spirit  more  in  evidence  than  in  a  chapter 
home?  Fraternity  men  are  notoriously  loyal  to  their  college. 
Statements  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  fraternity  men,  as 
a  rule,  stand  high  in  their  scholastic  work,  because  they  have  a 
certain    pride    which   is   a   stimulus   to   their   desire    to   obtain 
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honors.  It  is  an  immense  source  of  satisfaction  for  a  man  to  do 
something  which  will  not  onlj^  reflect  credit  on  himself,  but  on 
his  fraternity,  which  is  so  much  to  him. 

Athletics  play  an  important  part  in  the  college  life  of 
to-day,  and  most  good  athletes  are  fraternity  men.  I  grant  that 
many  men  "make"  fraternities  solely  because  of  their  attain- 
ments on  the  field,  but  many  a  victory  has  been  won  because  the 
fraternities  have  urged  their  men  to  "  try "  for  the  team,  and, 
even  if  they  haven't  "  made  the  'Varsity,"  they  have,  by  their 
efforts,  made  the  "  'Varsity  "  what  it  is  by  bringing  a  better  man 
out. 

In  upholding  college  traditions,  in  maintaining  college 
discipline,  and  in  carrying  out  the  wishes  of  the  faculty,  the 
fraternity  men,  especially  though  a  Pan-Hellenic  Council,  can  do 
much.  The  spirit  of  antagonism  between  fraternity  and  non- 
fraternity  men  is  fast  becoming  a  thing  of  the  past,  and,  if 
the  fraternity  men  will  lead,  the  others  will  follow. 

Undeniably,  good  fraternities  are  of  value  to  the  college. 
Let  us,  then,  consider  their  value  to  their  members. 

Man  is  naturally  dependent  upon  his  fellow  creatures,  and, 
as  we  have  not  yet  attained  a  Utopia  of  universal  brotherhood, 
every  man  must  trust  and  depend  on  his  neighbor.  Tribes  or 
clans  and  societies  are  a  natural  result ;  hence  the  origin  of  the 
fraternity  in  the  college  world.  The  "  tie  that  binds  "  a 
fraternity  man  to  his  brothers  is  no  mere  fabrication  clothed  in 
mystery ;  it  is  a  reality — a  golden  strand  binding  together  men 
of  high  hopes,  ideals,  and  ambitions,  who  are  inspired  with 
the  unselfish  desire  of  not  only  helping  themselves,  but  others 
who  possess  certain  worthy  traits  of  character  which  make 
them  congenial  and  inspire  trust  and  confidence.  It  is  a  free 
man's  privilege  to  choose  his  intimate  associates,  and  a  fraternity 
man's  duty  to  see  well  to  it  that  he  chooses  as  his  only  men 
who  meet  the  high  requirements  of  his  fraternity  ;  for,  if  they 
come  up  to  that  standard,  they  are  probably  honorable  and 
upright  men. 

Having,  then,  cast  his  lot  with  a  body  of  men  possessing  the

necessary  and  desirable  traits  of  character,  the  fraternity  man 
has  many  advantages.  He  has  the  advantage  of  the  experience 
of  the  upper  class-men.  He  benefits  by  their  advice  and 
experience.  He  meets  many  desirable  friends  who,  through 
their  interest  in  him,  may  render  invaluable  assistance  in  college 
and  in  after  years.  He  is  thrown  in  close  contact  with  men  who 
can  detect  and  correct  his  mistakes,  and  bring  out  the  best  that 
is  in  him.  If  he  lives  in  a  chapter  house  he  is  rescued  from  the 
piratical  and  domineering  birds  of  prey  who  charge  him  first- 
class  prices  for  third-rate  "apartments,"  and  expect  him  to  live 
on  hash  that  even  an  ostrich  could  not  digest.  He  has  a  college 
home  in  which  he  is  a  share-holder,  and  for  which  he  has  a 
certain  amount  of  pride — a  home  he  can  call  his  own,  and  where 
he  can  live  in  peace,  with  the  assurance  that  he  is  with  friends 
whom  he  can  trust.  His  intimate  associates  are  men  whom  he 
knows  he  can  introduce  to  his  father,  mother,  or  sister  without 
fear  of  his  confidence  or  trust  being  betrayed.  If  he  should  be 
inclined  to  indulge  in  escapades,  those  who  have  his  welfare  at 
heart  will  caution  and  check  him.  Should  misfortune  or  sorrow 
overwhelm  him,  true,  sincere  friends  comfort  and  console  him. 
In  fact,  the  advantages  the  fraternity  offers  are  manifold. 
Disadvantages,  of  course,  are  strongly  urged  by  those  antago- 
nistic to  fraternities,  chief  among  which  are  expense  and  a 
tendency  to  snobbishness.  These,  however,  are  scarcely  worth 
considering.  Personally,  I  have  found  it  cheaper  to  live  in  a 
chapter  house,  where  all  are  interested  in  "  our  home,"  and  I  know, 
from  a  wide  and  varied  experience,  that  the  table  board  was  far 
above  that  furnished  by  a  boarding  house.  The  other  objection 
needs  no  comment,  as  it  is  well  known  that  snobbishness  is 
discountenanced  in  all  v^ell  regulated  fraternities.  Likewise  it  is 
libelous  to  state  that  chapter  houses  are  dens  of  vice,  given  over 
to  wild  orgies,  drunkenness,  and  immoral  practices.  That  such 
things  have  and  do  sometimes  occur  cannot  be  denied,  but  such 
practices  are  not  limited  to  chapter  houses,  and  do  not  occur  in 
the  kind  of  fraternities  I  am  considering. 

If    the  advantages  enumerated  are  attainable  by  fraternity 
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men  during  their  last  three  years  in  college,  it  is  evident  that 
they  are  of  equal,  if  not  of  greater  value  in  the  first  year.  If  any 
one  needs  watchful  care  and  advice,  it  is  the  freshman.  He  is 
just  beginning  to  shape  his  career  and  character,  and  false  ideas, 
fostered  by  false  friends,  may  ruin  what  promises  to  be  a  bright 
and  useful  life,  while,  if  set  on  the  right  path,  and  sustained  by 
the  strong  arm  of  experience,  he  will  develop  into  a  man  of 
strong  character,  to  the  best  interest  of  himself,  his  college,  and 
the  world. 

"  Is  it  for  the  best  interest  of  the  institution  and  student  for 
colleges  and  universities  to  forbid  first  year  men  to  join  fraterni- 
ties ?  "     No— not  if  he  joins  a  good  fraternity.

Ideal   Brotherhood. 


We  have  heard  a  great  deal  about  fraternity  spirit  in  the 
abstract,  but  very  little  about  fraternity  spirit  in  the  concrete,  or 
actual  practical  life.  Our  fraternity  has  its  ideals,  as  any  similar 
organization,  but  the  question  seems  to  me  to  be  not  so  much  our 
ideals,  as  how  we  live  up  to  standards  that  we  may  well  be  proud 
of.  All  through  college  our  patience  is  tried,  perhaps  severely  at 
times,  and  we  are  called  upon  to  make  sacrifices  to  each  other. 
Now,  ought  we  not  attain  such  a  standard  that  every  fraternity 
brother  may  know  himself  to  be  a  brother  in  spirit  at  such  neces- 
sary times,  as  well  as  brother  in  name,  who  only  assumes  the 
ideals  of  the  fraternity  as  a  prerequisite  to  the  wearing  of  the 
pin. 

Some  one  has  said,  "  The  people  never  get  a  better  govern- 
ment than  they  deserve."  It  seems  to  me  that  the  saying  might 
be  narrowed  to,  A  man  is  never  better  than  he  makes  himself. 
If  this  be  true,  it  is  not  the  ideals  that  a  man  has,  but  the 
standards  he  maintains,  that  make  him  better  or  worse.  In  con- 
nection with  this,  it  may  be  a  good  thing  to  remember  that  the 
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man  upon  whom  you  lose  your  temper  is  not  hurt  half  so  much  as 
you  yourself.  Therefore,  some  such  an  expression  as  "  Honesty 
is  the  best  policy  "  might  be  placed  on  the  same  footing  as  "  Save 
your  temper,  and  save  yourself,"  or  "  Count  a  hundred  before  you 
speak  an  angry  word." 

But  it  is  not  concerning  our  speech  that  I  wish  to  speak  of 
mainly.  It  is  concerning  our  actions  and  our  attitude.  If  I 
were  asked  to  arrange  these  three  subjects  in  the  order  of  import- 
ance, I  should  say  general  attitude,  actions,  and  speech. 

I  placed  attitude  first,  because  it  is  omnipresent;  it  is  also 
the  hardest  of  the  three  to  change  or  correct.  We  are  constantly 
hearing  such  words  as  "  Well,  he  doesn't  do  anything  particularly 
wrong,  but  his  whole  attitude  is  bad."  We  should  ask  ourselves. 
Is  my  attitude  the  best  I  can  make  it  ?  Is  my  love  for  my  brother 
great  enough  to  stand  the  test  ?  Have  I  sufficient  patience  with 
those  younger  than  myself?  I  think  that  if  each  of  us  asked 
himself  these  questions  honestly,  there  would  at  least  be  some 
one  of  us  who  would  be  ashamed  to  answer.  If  our  attitude  is 
what  it  should  be,  our  best  services  are  at  the  disposal  of  our 
fraternity,  and  not  simply  in  those  narrow  duties  that  come  with 
an  office  in  the  fraternity.  It  has  been  said,  "  A  gift  is  worthless 
unless  with  that  gift  the  man  gives  himself."  Brothers  in  ^  $  E, 
let  us  give  ourselves,  as  well  as  our  services,  to  our  fraternity. 

Actions  are,  to  a  great  extent,  the  result  of  attitude,  but 
there  is  a  long  scale  of  various  kinds  of  actions,  all  the  way  from 
the  little  things  that  speak  louder  than  words  to  the  greater 
ones  that  are  much^-arer  in  college  fraternity  life.  We  must  not 
wait  for  some  great  deed  by  which  we  can  prove  our  loyalty  and 
love  to  our  fraternity  brothers  ;  but  we  must  learn  to  content 
ourselves  with  the  little  courtesies  and  acts  of  kindness  that, 
after  all,  count  more  than  the  bigger  ones.  It  has  been  said  of 
Abraham  Lincoln  that  his  greatness  consisted  of  little  kindnesses 
to  those  weaker  than  himself.  The  words  of  his  mother  are  the 
greatest  tribute  ever  given  him :  "  I  never  had  a  cause  to  scold  or 
worry  about  my  boy  'Abe'  as  long  as  we  were  together."  It  is 
now  an  appropriate  time  to  think  of  Lincoln  and  his  greatness 
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and  perhaps  wonder  whether  or  not  there  was  any  connection 
between  his  little  kindnesses  and  the  words  of  his  mother. 
Would  it  not  be  a  good  thing  to  have  our  fraternity  brothers 
renieml)er  us  in  some  such  way  ? 

I  have  finished,  in  an  incomplete  manner,  my  thoughts  on 
subjects  that  deserve  a  greater  author.  But  if  my  words  help  us 
to  do  any  one  act  of  kindness  I  shall  feel  myself  amply  rewarded. 
I  think  a  formal  title  unnecessary,  but  I  desire  to  emphasize  one 
thought,  and  that  one  thought  is,  remember  those  great  words  of 
the  Bible,  "  Do  unto  others  as  you  w^ould  have  others  do  unto 
you."

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Open  Letter  to  Chapter  Historians^ 


There  seems  to  be  some  difficulty  in  getting  a  correct  under- 
standing of  the  use  of  the  new  record  card  forms  which  were 
sent  to  each  chapter  in  January. 

To  have  absolute  uniformity  in  the  making  of  these,  let  me 
dehne  the  use  of  each  card  again. 

Form  1  a. — Initiate  Card  (to  replace  Form  1). 

Note.— For  sake  of  having  all  records  in  this  office  uniform,  I 
ask  that  you  copy  the  record  of  your  past  initiates  on  this  card,  and 
send  them  in.  You  will  note  spaces  for  general  and  chapter  numbers^ 
The  general  number  is  given  by  the  Grand  Treasurer,  upon  receipt  of 
the  initiation  fee.  The  chapter  number  should  be  inserted  by  the 
Chapter  Historian.  The  first  charter  member  of  the  chapter  is,  of 
course,  number  one,  and  the  balance  are  numbered  in  the  order  of 
their  initiation.  Note  that  one  copy  of  this  card  (Form  1  a)  goes  to 
the  Grand  Treasurer  with  initiation  fee,  one  to  the  Grand  Historian, 
and  the  other  is  for  the  chapter  record. 

Form  2. — No  change. 

Note.— One  required  to  be  sent  to  the  Grand  Historian  at  the  end 
of  the  college  year. 

Form  3. — Alumni  Card.     No  change. 

Note.— One  of  these  required  for  every  member  leaving  chapter, 
regardless  of  reason  for  leaving. 

Form  4. — Demit  Card. 

Note.— One  to  be  filled  out  at  time  member  is  initiated.  This  is 
held  by  the  Chapter  Historian  until  member  transfers,  graduates,  or 
leaves  the  chapter.  In  case  of  transfer  it  is  sent  to  the  chapter 
the  member  desires  to  aftiliate  with.  Otherwise  it  is  sent  to  the 
Grand  Historian.  Should  a  member  again  enter  school  the  Demit 
Card  can  be  procured  from  the  Grand  Historian. 

Form  5 — Decade  Card. 

i\^o<^.— This  card  is  to  give  a  yearly  record  of  the  chapter 
standing.  To  be  filled  out  for  each  year  since  your  chapter  was 
installed.    After  1907-'08  this  will  be  kept  filled  to  date  by  the  Grand 
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Historian   from   information   sent   in    on   Form     2    by  the   Chapter 
Historian. 

I  solicit  from  the  Chapter  Historians  every  care  in  tilling  out 
these  record  blanks,  for  a  record  that  is  not  correct  is  useless. 
Be  sure  and  instruct  your  successor  in  the  method  that  is  to  be 
follo\\ed,  and  keep  your  own  records  in  such  shape  that  he  will 
know  which  are  duplicated  in  the  Grand  Historian's  office.

We 
have  had  this  dance  for  the  past  two  years,  and  have  it  for  the 
coming  year.  The  Dance  Committee  has  reported  extensive 
preparations.  These  dances  take  place  the  last  of  May,  and 
should  any  brother  happen  to  be  in  Raleigh  at  that  time  we  will 
be  glad  to  have  him  out. 

One  of  the  greatest  social  functions  that  happened  in  Jan- 
uary was  a  masquerade  ball  given  by  the  Thalirium  German 
Club,  which  was  very  gracefully  led  by  Brother  Hampton.  There 
were  all  kinds  of  costumes,  from  a  clown  to  a  cowboy.

Elbert  Hubbard,  who  does  his  thoughts  in  buckram  at  so 
many  bucks  per  thought,  has,  so  he  says,  solved  the  mysteries  of 
college  fraternities — namely,  that  there  are  no  mysteries ;  where- 
upon he  discusses  the  college  fraternities  with  more  or  less 
knowledge  of  what  he  is  discussing.     The  truth  is,  that  the  veil 
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of  mystery  is  never  so  voluminous  as  it  looks,  and  it  plays  no 
very  large  part  in  keeping  alive  the  institution  known  as  the 
Greek  letter  society.  Other  institutions  have  their  mysteries,  and 
one  of  them  is  why  the  East  Aurora  school  of  philosophy  must 
drape  itself  in  a  hickory  shirt  and  hang  its  hair  down  its  back  in 
order  to  keep  its  bindery  busy.  The  Egyptian  priests  grinned  at 
each  other  when  the  i)ublic  had  handed  in  its  toll  and  retired 
from  the  temple.  Wiser  than  the  Egyptian  outfit.  Era  Elbertus 
has  taken  no  neophytes  into  partnership,  and  he  has  no  one  to 
smile  to  but  himself.  As  an  authority  on  college  fraternities  the 
literatus  from  the  town  just  east  of  the  blushing  dawn  will  never 
rank  with  our  esteemed  contemporary,  William  Raimond  Baird. 
We  believe  that  his  soul  is  soured  on  the  college  fraternity  by 
the  thought  of  what  some  sophomore  society  would  do  to  his 
peculiar  physical  and  sartorial  adornments  if  it  should  get  a  right 
good  chance  at  them. — $  K  ^  Shield. 


Membership  in  a  fraternity  should  not  make  a  man  any 
more  extravagant.  It  does  not  have  this  effect  upon  the  men  who 
take  it  seriously,  and  who  are  willing  to  do  the  work  that  will 
make  it  possible  for  them  to  have  every  benefit ;  yet  there  is  a 
tendency  in  some  chapters  to  show  a  preference  for  the  men  who 
can  afford  to  indulge  themselves,  thereby  making  it  uncom- 
fortable for  those  whose  means  are  moderate — all  this  for  what 
they  call  "  a  good  showing."  Some  of  the  best  men  happen  to  be 
among  those  who  can  aftord  to  have  whatever  they  want ;  still  it 
is  not  their  wealth  which  makes  them  good  fellows — they  are 
naturally  of  the  right  kind  of  stuff,  and  they  would  be  just  as 
good  without  their  money.  The  danger  lies  in  looking  for  what 
a  man  has,  rather  than  for  what  he  is. 

This  is  merely  a  hint  to  a  few  chapters  that  have  placed  a 
premium  on  men  whom  they  can  advance  as  leaders  in  the 
sporting  element  of  college  life.  Experience  shows  which  men 
finally  come  out  ahead,  and  it  fails  to  show  why  it  does  any  good 
for  a  man  to  spend  in  college  several  times  more  than  he   will 
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have  when  he  starts  out  on  his  own  resources.  The  chapters,  as 
a  rule,  bid  for  the  workers,  and  this  insures  the  permanence  of 
the  fraternity  system  ;  but  there  are  some  chapters  in  which  the 
snob  has  his  influence,  and  the  sooner  he  is  squelched  the 
better. — :S  A  E  Record. 
[So  say  we  all  of  us.] 


No  matter  how  carefully  its  lines  are  drawn,  an  organization, 
composed  of  human  beings,  is  certain  to  have  the  "dead  beat" 
always  with  it.  This  statement  is  called  forth  by  the  fact  that  a 
brother  has  reported  to  The  Caduceus  his  recent  experience  with 
a  Kappa  Sigma  "dead  beat."  This  particular  "dead  beat"  went 
into  his  prosperous  brother's  place  of  business,  introduced  him- 
self as  a  Kappa  Sigma,  and,  on  the  strength  of  this  intimate 
relation,  proceeded  to  buy  on  credit,  which  was  cheerfully  given 
him.  But  when  the  creditor- brother  came  to  collect,  in  due 
season,  what  was  his  right,  he  discovered  that  he  had  been  "  stung," 
in  the  most  humiliating  manner  possible,  by  one  of  his  own 
fraternity  brothers.  This  is  one  type  of  the  "dead  beat" 
with  which  all  the  fraternities  have  to  contend  from  time  to  time. 
Another  type  is  found  in  the  active  member  who  habitually 
neglects  or  refuses  to  pay  his  dues,  assessments,  house  bills,  etc., 
to  the  chapter  while  in  college,  and  after  he  has  left  coolly  ignores 
the  appealing  and  beseeching  notices  sent  him  to  settle  up.  He, 
too,  is  a  "dead  beat,"  who,  with  much  ado,  puts  himself  down  for 
a  more  or  less  substantial  subscription  to  this  or  that  fraternity 
fund,  and  then,  when  the  time  comes  for  its  collection,  calmly 
closes  his  ears  to  the  calls  made  on  him  to  make  good  his  word. 
And  also — but  why  continue  the  list  ?  The  thing  to  do  with  a 
fraternity  "dead  beat"  is  not  to  classify  him  when  he  is 
uncovered,  but  forthwith  to  kick  him  into  oblivion. — K  %  Cadu- 
ceus. 


In  view  of  the  discussion  at  our  last  convention  concerning 
the  advisability  of  changing  the  name  of  our  publication,  it  may 
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be  useful  to  indicate  certain  obvious  conclusions  from  a  casual 
perusal  of  the  designations  of  our  contemporaries.  In  the  first 
place,  the  ladies  have  an  overwhelming  attachment  to  pretty 
names— mystical,  symbolical,  poetical.  Against  four  prosaic 
reactionaries  (The  Alpha  Xi  Delta,  The  Beta  Sigma  Omicron, 
The  Kappa  Alpha  Theta,  and  The  Quarterly  of  A  <E>)  are 
arrayed  fifteen  of  the  dominant  type — an  Adelphean,  an  Aglaia, 
an  Anchora,  an  Angelos,  an  Arrow,  a  Crescent,  To  Dragma,  an 
Eleusis,  a  Key,  a  Lyre,  a  Parchment,  a  Themis,  two  Triangles, 
and  a  Trident.  Secondly,  the  men's  fraternities  seem  to  have 
been  actuated  in  the  selection  of  names  less  by  bardic  inspiration 
than  by  historical  and  practical  considerations.  Out  of  a  total  of 
twenty  periodicals,  only  three  are  distinctively  symbolic  (The 
Caduceus  of  K  %,  The  Palm  of  A  T  fi,and  The  Carnation  of  A  ^  $); 
The  Rainbow  of  A  T  A,  and  The  Delta  of  S  N  have  reference 
to  events  in  the  histories  of  those  fraternities;  two  employ 
their  distinctive  colors  (The  Purple  and  Gold  of  X  *  and  The 
Garnet  and  White  of  A  X  P);  two— Beta  Theta  Pi  and  Phi  Gamma 
Delta — apply  their  own  names  to  their  respective  publications ; 
four  fraternities  have  Quarterlies  (A  K  E,  A  Y,  S  X,  and  ©  H); 
and  the  rest  use  very  ordinary  nomenclature — there  are  two 
Shields  (^  K  ^  and  ©  A  X),  besides  a  Shield  and  Diamond  (11  K 
A),  a  Scroll  (<I>  A  0),  a  Record  {%  A  E),  and  two  Journals  (K  A, 
Southern,  and  2  ^  E). — A  X  P   Garnet  and  White. 


When  senility  overtakes  our  order,  let  us  not  be  anxious  to 
prolong  her  unfruitful  existence.  Organizations,  unlike  human 
beings,  have  no  right  to  live  longer  than  their  time  of  effective 
work.  But  let  us  postpone  decay  as  long  as  may  be,  and  preferably 
by  prevention.  General  vigor  of  body  is  the  most  valuable  safe- 
guard against  most  diseases.  Hence  the  superior  worth  of  the 
diet  which  is  suited,  not  to  combat  any  particular  malady,  but  to 
promote  the  vigorous  functioning  of  all  the  parts.  In  the  life  of 
our  fraternity,  the  analogue  for  this  diet  is  the  "  inconveniently 
high"  moral  standard  set  by  the  landmarks  and  policy.     And 
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right  here  opens  up  a  spacious  field  for  vague  twaddle  and  mean- 
ingless truisms.  The  possible  meanings  of  "  high  moral  standard  " 
do  not  all  lie  between  even  the  Sixth  Commandment  and  the 
Sermon  on  the  Mount.  Hence  we  would  better  be  somewhat 
explicit,  even  at  the  risk  of  being  arbitrary.  For  our  purpose  a 
"high  moral  standard"  means  a  standard  whose  essence  is  con- 
tained in  the  conduct  and  conversation  of  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  and 
whose  details  are  fixed  by  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  His  normal 
and  intelligent  followers.  Negatively,  this  means,  in  part,  that 
certain  well-known  vices  of  the  "  wild  oats  "  period,  which  few 
defend,  but  many  condone,  are  unqualifiedly  forbidden  to  an  A  X 
on  penalty  of  expulsion  and  disgrace.  Positively,  it  carries  the 
command,  not  readily  enforceable  by  penalties,  to  give  money, 
time,  and  talent  in  serving  brothers  and  fellow-men.  The  great 
objection  raised  against  this  standard  is  not  theoretical.  We  are 
told  that  it  cannot  be  put  into  practice.  If  we  meet  this  charge 
of  impracticability,  our  defence  is  secure.  In  briefest  form,  our 
reply  is  that  we  believe  our  standard  to  be  neither  more  nor  less 
impracticable  than  are  the  ideals  of  any  healthy  man.  Our  aim 
is  to  bring  into  A  X  P  only  those  men  to  whom  her  standard 
seems  to  be  an  adequate  expression  of  their  innermost  hopes  and 
strivings.  Such  men  she  arouses  and  helps  to  struggle  toward  a 
splendid  goal. — A  X  P   Garnet  and  White. 


0  A  X  has  a  method  in  dealing  Avith  petitioning  societies 
which  is  very  commendable.  The  White  List  Committee,  accord- 
ing to  the  Shield^  reported  to  the  last  convention  that  nine 
universities  in  which  ©  A  X  is  not  represented  were  of  such 
high  standing  that  if  an  application  for  a  charter  were  received 
it  should  be  given  consideration.  The  convention  accepted  this 
report,  but  took  two  names  off  the  list,  leaving  seven.  There  is 
no  intention  to  establish  new  charges,  but  simply  to  classify  the 
universities. 

For  some  time  the  conviction  has  been  forced  home  to  us 
that  petitioning  societies,  which,  by  reason  of  the  unprogressive 
or  unpromising  nature  of  the  institutions  back  of  them,  could  not 
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hope  for  a  charter,  should  not  be  allowed  to  expend  hundreds  of 
dollars  in  an  effort  to  present  their  case  with  the  fullest  publicity 
and  in  the  most  attractive  manner.  Aside  from  this  expenditure, 
there  is  further  the  mortification  and  cruel  ridicule  of  competing 
societies  at  the  home  institution  from  which  the  petitioner  ought, 
if  possible,  to  be  spared.  We  should  like  to  see  some  method 
similar  to  that  of  ©  A  X  tried  in  A  Y,  so  that  the  problem  of 
granting  new  charters  and  acquiring  new  chapters  might  be  dealt 
with  in  the  light  of  more  intelligent  understanding  than  has 
heretofore  been  shown. — A  Y  Quarterly. 


Isn't  it  about  time  for  2  ^  E  to  profit  by  the  experience  of 
other  fraternities  in  regard  to  handling  conventions  ?  This  is  the 
evidence  given  by  the  ATA  liainhow  on  this  subject : 

"  The  value  of  an  Arch  Chapter  meeting  between  Karneas 
has  made  itself  pretty  plainly  evident.  Leaving  out  of  consid- 
eration many  of  the  other  important  features,  the  need  of  such  a 
meeting  can  be  clearly  determined  from  the  official  record  of  the 
matters  which  came  before  the  Arch  Chapter  for  consideration  at 
its  last  meeting.  These  were  all  questions  that  could  not  have 
been  so  carefully  considered  nor  so  intelligently  settled  by  any 
amount  of  correspondence  among  the  different  members. 

"  The  meeting  was  called  by  President  Curtis  to  convene  in 
New  York  City  August  14th  and  16th.  Interesting  and  hard- 
working sessions  were  held  throughout  both  days  and  the  evening 
of  the  14th.  A  general  report  of  the  questions  considered  and 
the  actions  taken  will  be  given  the  fraternity  through  another 
source,  but  we  may  mention  here  that  the  sessions  were  distin- 
guished by  an  unusual  harmony  of  opinion  on  the  part  of  the 
different  members,  and  all  action  taken  was  practically  unan- 
imous. 

*'  An  interesting  feature  of  the  meetings  was  the  presence  of 
representatives  of  two  of  the  local  societies  which  have  been 
petitioning  ATA  for  some  time.  No  definite  action  on  either 
petition  was  taken  at  this  time,  but  the  members  of  the  Arch 
Chapter  were  able  to  secure  some  important  information  in  regard 
to  both  propositions,  which  may  be  of  much  future  value." 
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Notes  of  the  Greek  World* 


According  to  BeM  Theta  Pi,  the  indications  now  are 
that  petitions  will  be  presented  to  that  fraternity,  "  at  the  next 
convention,  from  local  societies  in  Worcester  Polytechnic  Insti- 
tute, the  University  of  Utah,  the  University  of  South  Dakota, 
and  the  University  of  Oregon.  All  of  these  petitioners  have 
been  before  the  fraternity  already,  formally  or  informally." 
B  0  IT  now  has  seventy- two  active  chapters,  with  an  editor  who 
apparently  is  strong  for  considerable  expansion  in  the  near 
future.  The  recent  establishment  of  a  chapter  at  Tulane  is 
spoken  of  by  him  as  "  the  beginning  of  a  revival  of  our 
activities  in  the  South." 

"  The  '  non-sectarian '  fraternity  of  O  n  A,  which  was 
founded  at  the  College  of  the  City  of  New  York  in  1901,  and  at 
one  time  had  six  chapters,  has  been  undergoing  serious 
difficulties,  chiefly  on  account  of  internal  dissensions  between  its 
Christian  and  Jewish  members,  and  is  now  reported  to  be  on  the 
point  of  disbanding.  Its  chapter  at  Lehigh  became  a  chapter  of 
2  <^  E,  and  its  chapter  at  Columbia  has  furnished  the  nucleus 
for  a  chapter  which  2  N  has  recently  instituted  at  the 
University." — Garnet  and  White  oi  A  X  P. 

It  has  often  occurred  to  us  that  the  alumni  of  a  chapter 
ought,  at  commencement  time,  to  hold  an  "alumni  initiation," 
when  the  men  who  receive  their  sheepskins  could  be  formally 
received  into  the  larger  chapter.  There  is  a  pretty  sentiment 
about  the  thought  that  three  steps  embrace  our  fraternity 
relationships — undergraduate,  alumni,  and  the  great  beyond-- 
and  each  of  these  should  be  marked  by  chapter  recognition. — 
Delta  Upsilon  Quarterly. 

Fraternities  at  the  University  of  Washington  are  allowed 
to  give  stag  parties  galore,  but  the  faculty  says  not  more  than 
three  affairs  a  year  "  at  which  members  of    the  opposite  sex  are 
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present."     The  courses   in  the   sentimental  engineering  depart- 
ment must  be  over- crowded. 

Nearly  every  fraternity  claims  to  stand  for  higher  scholar- 
ship. To  maintain  this  claim  requires  systematic  effort  in 
strengthening  the  weak  spot.  Probably  the  best  method  found 
has  been  the  investigation,  twice  in  the  semester,  of  the  scholar- 
ship of  each  member  of  the  chapter,  by  a  standing  committee  of 
seniors  or  alumni. —  Kappa  Alpha  Theta. 

A  O  A  (honorary  medical)  has  established  chapters  as 
follows  :  Howard,  Columbia,  Washington  University,  University 
of  California,  Johns  Hopkins,  University  of  Toronto,  University 
of  Minnesota,  University  of  Illinois,  and  University  of  Michigan. 

The  University  of  Virginia  seeks  to  encourage  the  building 
of  chapter  houses  by  furnishing  building  sites  and  promising  to 
loan  on  good  security  two -thirds  of  the  amount  needed  to  erect 
the  house,  provided  the  one-third  is  actually  in  hand. 

At  the  aimual  banquet  of  the  %  N  fraternity  in  Chicago,  on 
January  1st,  a  resolution  was  adopted  calling  for  a  Pan-Hellenic 
conference,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  all  Greek  Letter 
societies  in  the  United  States  into  a  Grand  Council. 

The  two-chaptered  medical  fraternity,  K  <^,  has  been 
absorbed  by  Y  <l>  O.  The  chapters  were  located  at  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  and  Jefferson  Medical  College,  and  were 
designated  "Alpha  "  and  "Beta,"  respectively. 

The  Pan-Hellenic  Association  of  the  University  of  the 
South  has  adopted  a  "  half-year  "  rule — ^.  e.,  no  one  shall  be 
initiated  into  any  fraternity  until  he  has  entered  upon  his  second 
term  in  the  University. 

Members  of  A  K  K,  the  medical  fraternity,  will  assemble  in 
New  Orleans,  February  17th-22d,  or  during  the  week  of  Mardi 
Gras,  for  their  national  convention.

A  local,  "  The  Friars  Club,"  at  Louisiana  State  University, 
is  petitioning  A  K  E  to  re-establish  a  chapter  at  the  University. 

O  A  Y,  a  local  at  the  LTniversity  of  Maine,  has  recently  been 
taken  into  the  ATA,  and  is  now  occupying  a  new  house. 

A  pledge  must  gain  twelve  hours'  credit  before  he  can  be 
initiated  by  a  fraternity  at  the  University  of  Washington. 

There  are  twenty  collegiate  and  an  equal  number  of  pro- 
fessional fraternities  in  the  University  of  Michigan. 

The  value  of  fraternity  property  at  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  is  placed  at  $300,000. 

The  Minnesota  faculty  has  organized  a  new  fraternity, 
A  A  *.     It  is  based  on  scholarship. 

O  Y  <I>  (medical)  has  just  gone  into  Jefferson  Medical 
College. 

©  N  E  has  established  a  chapter  at  Randolph-Macon 
College. 
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Richmond  College,  a  non-sectarian  institution  at  Richmond, 
Va.,  owned  by  the  Baptists  of  that  State,  will  get  the  $150,000 
offered  to  it  some  time  ago  by  John  D.  Rockefeller  on  condition 
that  the  friends  of  the  College  raise  $350,000,  making  a  total  of 
1500,000  for  endowment. 

After  one  of  the  most  spectacular  campaigns  for  money  ever 
waged  in  that  section  of  the  country,  the  sum  of  $100,000  still 
needed  to  meet  the  conditions  imposed  by  Mr.  Rockefeller  was 
raised  in  Richmond  in  one  week,  when  it  looked  as  if  the  entire 
gift  would  certainly  be  lost. 

Mr.  Rockefeller,  himself  a  Baptist,  has  always  been  partial 
to  Richmond  College,  and  has  several  times  before  increased  its 
endowment.  Only  a  year  or  so  ago  he  gave  $25,000,  contingent 
on  the  friends  of  the  College  meeting  it  with  $75,000.  This  was 
done,  and  the  Rockefeller  check  was  duly  sent. 

Richmond  College  grounds  cover  four  of  perhaps  the  most 
valuable  lots  in  Richmond,  lying  between  west  Franklin,  the 
fashionable  residential  street  of  the  city,  at  its  most  desirable 
point,  and  Broad  street,  with  Grace  street,  after  Franklin,  the 
most  desirable  residential  thoroughfare,  abutting  the  college 
grounds  and  leading  to  the  very  entrance  of  the  main  building 
of  the  institution. 

These  grounds,  easily  worth  more  than  $500,000,  exclusive 
of  the  buildings,  are  so  hedged  about  by  handsome  homes  and 
•institutions  of  various  kinds  that  expansion  is  out  of  the  question  ; 
but  Mr.  Rockefeller  seemed  anxious  for  this  institution,  and  the 
Woman's  College,  also  a  flourishing  Baptist  school,  in  another 
section  of  Richmond,  is  to  be  merged  on  the  same  grounds  and 
under  the  same  corporation.  It  was  represented  to  the  trustees 
of  Richmond  College  that  Mr.  Rockefeller  felt  Richmond  to  be 
the  strategic  location  for  the  great  Baptist  university  of  the 
South,  but  that  this  could  never  come  about  unless  the  schools 
for  men  and  women  were  placed  under  the  same  management. 

Leaders  of  the  denomination  soon  got  the  consent  of  all  the 
Baptists  of  the  State  to  a  consolidation  of  the  two  institutions, 
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but  it  was  then  found  that  they  could  not  be  united  on  the 
present  grounds  of  Richmond  College.  It  was  determined  there- 
upon to  sell  the  present  grounds  and  buildings,  and  purchase  an 
extensive  tract  outside  of  the  city  limits,  somewhere  to  the  north- 
ward, and  erect  buildings  for  both  institutions  thereon. 


Dr.  James  M.  Taylor,  president  of  Vassar  College,  who  was 
a  guest  of  honor  at  the  jollification  dinner  of  the  University  of 
Rochester  alumni,  at  the  Hotel  Astor,  told  the  Rochesterians  that 
he  was  sick  of  seeing  college  presidents  forced  to  beg  at  the  doors 
of  rich  men  for  money  that  should  be  raised  in  more  dignified 
ways.     Dr.  Taylor  said : 

"  About  the  most  disagreeable  duty  of  a  college  president  is 
raising  money.  It  is  a  very  different  task  from  what  it  was 
twenty  years  ago.  Then  a  college  president  was  received  in 
business  circles  on  a  different  basis.  Now  the  feeling  has  grown 
up  that  it  is  shameful  to  send  a  college  president  around  begging. 
It  is  a  work  for  business  men.  AVhen  you  send  your  president 
into  Wall  street  offices  you  are  putting  him  in  a  procession  of 
men  who  are  always  making  such  appeals.  He  is  received  with 
less  and  less  respect.  I  haven't  much  to  complain  of  myself,  but 
I  have  been  insulted  more  than  once.  A  college  president  ought 
to  say  to  his  trustees :  '  I  am  through.  I  will  do  no  more  of  that. 
If  I  can  see  an  opportunity  of  asking  a  man  to  contribute  $100,- 
000  I  shall  do  it,  but  I  will  not  beg  for  $15  and  $20  and  $50.' " 


Nineteen  professors  from  leading  universities  will  be  added 
to  the  teaching  staff  of  the  University  of  Chicago  in  the  summer 
quarter,  beginning  next  June,  according  to  a  bulletin  issued  from 
the  University.  Prof.  George  Adam  Smith,  of  Glasgow,  the  only 
foreign  professor  in  the  list,  will  teach  in  the  Divinity  School 
during  the  summer.  The  others  are :  Profs.  James  T.  Shot  well 
and  Francis  M.  Burdick,  Columbia  University  ;  Charles  C.  Mar- 
den,  Johns  Hopkins   University ;    F.  L.  Paxson,  University  of 
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Michigan  ;  W.  W.  Cook,  University  of  Wisconsin  ;  M.  S.  Wild- 
man,  University  of  Missouri ;  Geneva  Misner,  Rockford  College  ; 
W.  R.  Vance,  George  Washington  University ;  T.  C.  Burgess, 
Bradley  Polytechnic  Institute ;  Warner  Fite  and  A.  M.  Brooke, 
Indiana  University  ;  C.  R.  Baskerville,  University  of  Texas  ;  H. 
W.  Stuart,  Leland  Stanford,  Jr.,  University ;  A.  F.  Christie, 
Meadville,  Pa. ;  E.  Y.  MuUins,  Louisville,  Ky. ;  Cornelius  Woelf- 
kin,  Rochester  Theological  Seminary  ;  C.  N.  Kendall,  Indianapolis, 
and  Judge  Emlin  McClain,  State  University  of  Iowa. 


Sixteen  hundred  students  recently  petitioned  the  faculty  at 
Harvard  to  postpone  the  proposed  reduction  of  the  schedule  of 
athletic  games.  The  petition  was  granted,  and  a  student  council 
of  twenty -one  members  formed  "  to  watch  closely  all  under- 
graduate activities  open  to  competition,  such  as  the  athletic 
teams,  the  musical  clubs,  the  dramatic  club,  etc.,  and  to  confer 
with  the  governing  bodies,  and  make  recommendations  to  them. 

During  its  brief  existence  the  council  has  already  been 
effective  in  reducing  some  of  the  objections  of  the  faculty  to 
athletics,  such  as  "  cutting  lectures  "  by  the  student  body,  undue 
activity  in  celebrations  of  games  won,  etc. 

The  council  is  a  sort  of  clearing  house  for  undergraduates' 
opinion  and  influence,  which  is  thus  officially  presented  to  the 
faculty  for  mutual  consideration.  It  is  believed  that  in  this  way 
the  abuses  of  athletics  may  be  consistently  reduced,  without  in 
any  way  impairing  the  efficiency  of  the  athletic  teams  or 
lessening  their  active  support  by  the  student  body  at  large. 


Franklin  Field  will  probably  not  be  the  scene  of  the  inter- 
collegiate track  championship  this  spring.  These  events  were 
held  last  year  in  Philadelphia,  and  the  two  years  previous  in  the 
Harvard  stadium,  where,  in  all  probability,  they  will  be  held  this 
year.  In  order  to  bring  them  to  Pennsylvania  many  arguments 
were  necessary  last  year,  and  only  at  the  last  moment  did  the 
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Red  and  Blue  win  out  by  one  deciding  vote.  This  spring,  how- 
ever, no  such  weight  will  be  brought  to  bear  on  the  matter  by 
the  Quakers,  who,  as  announced  some  time  ago  by  Manager 
"  Tony  "  Geyelin,  will  merely  allow  matters  to  take  their  course. 
This  seems  to  imply  that  the  scene  of  the  games  will  revert  to 
Cambridge,  Pennsylvania  appearing  satisfied  to  hold  them  at 
alternate  years. 

[Since  the  above  report  was  received   Franklin  Field  has 
been  decided  upon  for  this  meet.] 


The  college  yell's  a  senseless  thing  of  crazy  words  tied  on  a 
string,  a  mixture  of  excited  sound  in  some  cerebral  junk-shop 
found  ;  a  blend  of  wow  and  siss-boom-ah  with  yip  and  yow  and 
rah  rah  rah ;  and  fathers  who  send  sons  to  school  to  master  all 
the  rote  and  rule,  to  delve  in  logarithmic  maze  and  spread  all 
knowledge  to  their  gaze,  ask  why  their  sons  learn  all  this  fuss, 
while  differential  calculus  and  the  binominal  theorem  remain  an 
utter  blank  to  them — but  you  can  bet  the  fathers  seem  delighted 
when  the  foot-ball  team  to  which  their  sons  belong  makes  good ; 
oh,  then  the  fathers  (as  they  should)  arise  and  let  their  whiskers 
float  upon  the  wind  that  fans  each  throat,  and  whoop  and  shout 
and  roar  and  yell  the  self-same  savage  cry  we  tell.  The  fathers, 
bland  and  full  of  guile,  have  known  that  class  yell  all  the 
while. —  Chicago  Post. 


The  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  Griggs  Weston,  the  venerable  president 
of  the  Crozer  Theological  Seminary,  died  February  0,  1909, 
following  a  week's  serious  illness  from  rheumatism  and  blood 
poisoning. 

Dr.  Weston  was  born  in  Lynn,  Mass.,  in  1820.  He 
entered  Brown  University  when  fifteen  years  old,  and  then  took 
a  course  at  Newton  Institute,  accepting  a  call  to  the  West.  Dr. 
Weston  was  there  known  as  the  "boy  preacher."  His  eloquence 
attracted  attention,  and  he  was  called  to  the  pastorate  of    the 
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Oliver-Street   Baptist   Cpanese  of    New   York   city,   afterwards 
merged  with  the  Madiscnes^venue  Baptist  .Church. 

The  fame  of  Dr.  vVeston  in  New  York  attracted  John  H. 
Crozer,  who  tendered  him  the  presidency  of  the  newly-organized 
Crozer  Theological  Serjinary. 


To  Architect  Laird,  of  Philadelphia,  has  the  task  come  of 
making  the  University  of  Wisconsin  a  second  Oxford  or  Cam- 
bridge, with  all  the  buildings  arranged  in  a  harmonious  whole,  on 
a  general  scheme  which  will  allow  the  enlargement  of  the  campus 
as  the  University  grows,  without  destroying  the  harmony  of  the 
effect. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  University  regents  the  plans  were  gone 
into  by  the  members,  though  at  a  previous  meeting  Mr.  Laird 
made  his  explanations  to  the  regents.  The  building  of  dormi- 
tories in  such  a  manner  as  to  allow  enlargements  is  the  great 
stumbling  block. 

Prof.  Frederick  Starr,  of  the  Department  of  An  thro, 
pology  in  the  University  of  Chicago,  believes  that  American 
people  are  becoming  Indians,  and  will  eventually  revert  to  the 
aboriginal  type.  He  has  minutely  examined  and  measured  the 
features  of  more  than  five  thousand  children  of  Pennsylvania 
Dutch  parentage,  and  has  found,  in  most  cases,  lengthening  of 
the  face  and  broadening  of  the  cheek-bones  in  accordance  with 
the  characteristic  features  of  Indian  races.  "All  who  come  to 
America,"  said  Professor  Starr,  "  must  converge  toward  the  Indian 
type,  and,  as  the  features  change,  the  temperament  will  change 
also." 


With  the  zeal,  determination,  and  perseverance  that 
distinguishes  his  Revolutionary  ancestors.  Dr.  Samuel  Avery  has 
worked  his  way  from  the  corn-fields  to  the  highest  educational 
position  in  the  State  of  Nebraska.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Regents  of  the  State  University,  Dr.  Avery  was  chosen  acting 
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chancellor  of  the  University  riing  ^ebraska.  The  regents 
announced  that  they  \yould  look  no  rv,^  |ier  for  a  successor  to  Dr. 
E.  Benjamin  Andrews,  who  resigned  lecause  of  ill  health,  but 
would  give  Dr.  Avery  a  chance  to  qualify  permanently  for  the 
post  of  chancellor. 

The  Juniors  of  Lafayette  College  have  voted  down  the 
proposition  for  student  self-government,  including  the  honor 
system,  and  the  faculty  has  ruled  that  any  man  detected  cheating 
in  an  examination  shall  be  suspended  for  one  year.  The  plan 
was  to  have  the  college  men  regulate  the  conduct  of  the  students 
on  the  campus,  and  fix  the  penalty  for  offences.  When  submitted 
to  the  three  upper  classes,  the  Juniors  would  not  agree.  The 
chief  objection  was  the  necessity  of  one  student  being  com- 
pelled to  report  any  dishonesty  which  he  might  happen  to  see  in 
examinations. 

At  Missouri  a  new  agricultural  building  is  being  erected,  at 
a  cost  of  $100,000.  Northwestern  is  to  have  a  new  -^150,000 
gymnasium.  At  the  University  of  Illinois  a  new  physics  build- 
ing has  been  erected,  at  a  cost  of  1^250,000,  and  an  addition  to  the 
natural  history  building,  costing  $160,000.  The  Brown  Hall  of 
Chemistry  was  recently  completed  at  Syracuse,  at  a  cost  of 
$200,000,  and  $100,000  is  being  spent  in  improving  the  campus. 
Four  new  buildings  have  been  opened  at  Iowa,  including  a  hall 
of  natural  science,  costing  $314,000. 


The  midshipmen  track  athletes  will  have  one  of  the  finest 
running  tracks  in  the  country  when  the  season  for  out-door  sports 
opens  in  the  spring.  A  quarter-mile  track  has  been  laid  out,  and 
a  force  of  workmen  is  now  engaged  in  placing  the  cinder  founda- 
tion. The  new  track  has  been  laid  out  on  the  made  ground  at 
the  southeastern  end  of  the  Academy  campus,  where  all  out- 
door sports,  such  as  foot-ball,  base-ball,  and  lacrosse,  will  in  the 
future  take  place,  and  the  location  is  in  line  with  the  scheme  of 
improvements  of  the  new  Academy  as  mapped  out  ten  years  ago. 
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Ax  international  Japanese  incident  may  grow  out  of  the 
insults  offered  to  a  Japanese  student  in  San  Francisco  by  several 
undergraduates  of  the  University  of  California.  It  seems  that 
the  students  were  discussing  the  anti-aliens  bill  when  Kenj 
Kanebo  passed  by.  His  appearance  seemed  to  excite  those  who 
had  advocated  Japanese  exclusion,  and  they  struck  him  over  the 
head,  smashed  his  hat,  slapped  his  face,  and  generally  rough- 
housed  him. 


Dr.  Franklin  L.  McVey,  member  of  the  State  Tax  Com- 
mittee, has  accepted  the  presidency  of  the  University  of  North 
Dakota.  The  salary  as  president  of  the  University  will  be  $6,000, 
together  with  a  residence.  Dr.  McYey  will  begin  his  new  duties 
August  1st,  and  will  succeed  Webster  Merrifield,  who  has  been 
president  of  the  University  for  the  past  eighteen  years,  and  con- 
nected with  the  institution  seven  years  longer. 


Instead  of  prayer-book  and  hymnal,  seventy  members  of  the 
class  in  surgery  at  the  University  of  Minnesota  carried  their  text- 
books with  them  when  they  left  home,  on  a  recent  Sunday  morn- 
ing, at  the  regular  hour  for  church  services.  Not  content  with 
classes  six  days  in  the  week,  the  authorities  of  the  University  of 
Minnesota  have  decided  to  hold  classes  on  Sunday.  This  is  the 
latest  rule  of  the  College  of  Medicine  and  Surgery. 


President  Charles  W.  Eliot,  of  Harvard  University,  after 
forty  years  of  service  in  that  capacity,  has  tendered  his  resigna- 
tion, to  take  effect  May  19,  1909.  The  fact  was  announced  by 
the  Board  of  Overseers  on  November  4th,  and  that  the  resignation 
had  been  accepted.  Although  close  to  his  seventy-fifth  birth- 
day. President  Eliot  still  possesses  remarkable  vigor  of  mind. 


Harry  Hadley  Thurlow,  of  Buffalo,  has  been  elected  cap- 
tain of  the  Virginia  track  and  field  team,  to  succeed  James  A. 
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Rector,  America's  champion  short-distance  runner,  who  recently 
decided  to  quit  the  cinder  track.  Thurlow  came  to  Virginia 
from  Brown  University,  where  he  won  his  Master  of  Arts  degree 
and  where  he  was  captain  of  the  track  team  in  his  Senior  year. 


The  petition  of  Delaware  College  trustees  to  the  Delaware 
State  Legislature  for  a  perpetual  charter  was  passed  by  the 
House,  but  rejected  by  the  Senate.  The  trustees  have  also  asked 
the  Legislature  for  an  annual  appropriation  from  the  State,  as  the 
funds  received  from  the  Government  through  the  Morris  Bill 
cannot  be  used  for  repairs  on  buildings  or  grounds. 


The  new  school  of  journalism  at  the  University  of  Missouri 
is  meeting  with  great  success.  The  number  of  students  in  the 
new  school  far  exceeds  the  number  that  was  anticipated  by  the 
faculty.  The  students  of  journalism  issue  a  daily  paper,  very 
metropolitan  in  appearance  and  contents,  called  The  Unwersity 
Missourian. 

Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie  has  promised  to  donate  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South,  for  a  scientific  building,  the  sum  of  $60,000, 
on  condition  that  the  University  raise  $100,000.  This  sum  has 
been  subscribed,  and  the  faculty  endowment  workers  are  now 
engaged  in  the  somewhat  arduous  work  of  redeeming  the 
pledges. 

A  report  from  Berlin,  Germany,  states  that  the  example  of 
Bryn  Mawr  College,  in  inviting  students  to  pass  a  period  of  study 
in  America  at  its  expense,  has  been  followed  by  Harvard,  in  ask- 
ing the  Minister  of  Education  for  five  students,  to  be  drawn  from 
every  university  each  year.     The  offer  continues  for  ten  years. 


The    Harvard    Crimson  recently   published   the   statement 
that  dishonesty  in  the  class-rooms  at  Harvard  is  prevalent,  but 
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that  some  undergraduates,  through  thoughtlessness  and  laziness 
rather  than  downright  dishonesty,  steal  or  borrow  the  work  of 
others.     It  says  the  practice  is  growing  more  and  more  common. 


The  annual  Senior  and  Junior  championships  of  the  National 
Amateur  Union  of  America  will  be  held  in  Seattle  next  year. 
The  Exposition  is  building  a  big  athletic  stadium,  where  all 
sporting  events  will  take  place.  Returned  Olympic  contestants 
will  also  be  present. 


The  city  of  Lowell  took  its  name  from  one  of  the  coming 
Harvard  President's  grandfathers,  and  his  other — his  Lawrence 
grandfather — founded  the  Lawrence  Scientific  School,  Harvard's 
"  Shelf."     His  father  founded  Boston's  Lowell  Institute. 


Negotiations  are  on  to  bring  the  Cornell,  Harvard,  and 
Yale  rowing  crews  to  Seattle  during  the  Alaska- Yukon -Pacific 
Exposition.  It  is  planned  to  hold  at  least  one  regatta  each 
month  on  Lake  Washington  during  the  life  of  the  Fair. 


The  University  of  Michigan  has  just  opened  the  largest  and 
best-equipped  dental  building  in  America.  A  $300,000  memorial 
building  and  a  new  chemistry  building  are  in  course  of  con- 
struction. 


The  Southern  Inter- Collegiate  Athletic  Council  has  decided 
that  the  base-ball  spike  must  go.  Base-ball  players  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Council  must  wear  cleats,  instead  of  spikes. 


An  event  of  more  than  ordinary  interest  in  university  cir- 
cles was  the  recent  celebration  of  the  centenary  of  Edgar  Allan 
Poe  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  his  alma  mater. 
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The  annual  class  "  rush  "  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin, 
which  the  faculty  has  threatened  to  abolish,  will  be  retained  in 
modified  form  for  another  year. 


D.  S.  Merrill,  a  former  Harvard  University  base-ball  player, 
was  elected  president  of  the  Cotton  States  Base-Ball  League. 


A   $50,000   building  is  to  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Agricultural  Department  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin.
